This  issue  we  are  running  the  last  in  the  series  of 
National  Bank  Note  articles  by  the  late  Doug 
Walcutt.

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PRESIDENT'S  COLUMN:  Today  the  price  of  gasoline 
jumped  .20  cents  to  be  at  $2  per  gallon.

The  Kellogg 
Center  where  this  show  was  held  informed  us  that 
the  cost  of  doughnuts  was  $22  per  dozen,  plus  tax 
and  tip!  Needless  to  say,  we  went  without,  both  in 
the  bourse  for  the  dealers  and  at  the  PMCM  meeting. 
Our  meeting  was  held  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  it 
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was  announced  that  our  club  would  be  co-hosting  the 
Dearborn  MSNS  Show  in  the  Fall  of  2003,  so  we  will 
need  a lot  of  helpers.  Also,  our  club  received  a 
nice  letter  of  thank  you  for  our  $500  donation  to 
the  ANA  Library  Fund  that  wee  sent  them  in  December 
of  2000.  Also,  as  a reminder,  PMCM  has  a nice 
traveling  plaque  with  a First  National  Bank  of 
Detroit  note  in  it  that  goes  to  the  “Best  of  Show” 
recipient  each  year  at  the  Fall  Show.

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VARIETIES  OF  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 
PART  TWENTY-SEVEN

TITLE  LAYOUTS  ON  SERIES  OF  1882  $10  TO  $100  NOTES 

Although  the  title  layout  variations  are  not  as  elaborate  and  diverse  as 
on  Series  of  1882  $5  notes,  there  are  still  some  distinctive  title  styles  on 
Series  of  1882  $10,  $20,  $50,  and  $100  notes.  The  $10  and  higher 
denomination  Series  of  1882  plates,  produced  by  the  BEP,  bear  the  same 
face  designs  as  the  earlier  Original  Series  plates  produced  by  the  American 
Bank  Note  Company.  For  earlier  extended  banks,  the  title  layouts  on  Series 
of  1882  $10  to  $100  notes  are  commonly  similar  to  the  title  layouts  on  then- 
previous  issue  notes  of  the  same  denomination.  Using  mainly  the  $10  notes 
on  a sheet,  I will  group  the  different  title  layouts  primarily  according  to  the 
letter  style  used  in  “NATIONAL  BANK.”  As  on  the  $5  issues,  the  BEP 
replaced  many  of  the  earlier  Series  of  1882  title  layouts  with  the  so-called 
“more  artistic”  layouts  on  replacement  plates  for  several  banks. 

GROUP  A 

Since  all  title  layout  styles  in  this  group  can  also  probably  be  found  on 
the  earlier  Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  plates,  these  classifications  can 
also  apply  to  these  issues.  All  $10  notes  in  this  group  will  bear  the  earlier 
version  of  “on  demand”  in  lower  case  letters.  Also,  the  notes  in  this  group 
can  be  found  with  either  black  or  white  charter  numbers  in  the  border 
design.  In  addition,  notes  from  plates  in  this  group  can  be  found  with  the 
early  vertical  charter  number  overprint  at  the  left  and  a high  Treasury  seal, 
the  horizontal  charter  number  overprint  at  the  right  and  without  or  with 
geographical  letters. 

As  many  of  the  early  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  (and  50-100)  plates 
were  altered  slightly,  removing  the  “American  Bank  Note  Co.”  logo  in  the 
bottom  border  design,  replacing  it  with  a BEP  logo,  all  styles  in  this  group 
can  be  found  with  either  logo  at  the  bottom.  The  proof  sheets  in  the 
Smithsonian  collection  with  such  alterations  almost  never  show  any 
approval  dates.  I believe  these  alterations  usually  occurred  in  the  late  1880s 
or  early  1 890s. 
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STYLE  ONE 


In  1863,  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  received  the  contract  to 
design  and  to  produce  all  $10,  $20,  $50,  and  $100  national  bank  notes.  They 
prepared  plates  with  these  denominations  in  many  different  combinations  of 
the  same  or  different  denominations.  On  the  earliest  plates,  there  was 
usually  a slightly  or  very  different  letter  style  used  in  “NATIONAL  BANK 
OF”  for  each  denomination. 
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1.  The  bottom  three  STYLE  ONE  notes  from  a 10-10-20-50  Series  of  1875  proof 
sheet  of  Charter  78,  Franklin,  IN.  Notice  the  word  “ SECOND  is  the  same  on 
all  notes. 
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The  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  on  $10  and  $20  notes  with 
this  style  are  rather  small  and  plain  and  are  found  on  many  of  the  earliest 
Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plates.  This  letter  style  in  “NATIONAL  BANK 
OF'1  was  used  on  the  earliest  Original  Series  plates,  prepared  for  the  earliest 
national  banks  that  all  bore  numbered  titles.  This  letter  style  is  also  found  on 
plates  for  banks  without  numbered  titles,  in  both  issues.  Also,  when  a 
bank’s  title  began  “THE  FIRST,”  the  letters  in  FIRST  are  usually  different 
for  each  denomination.  On  $10  notes,  the  letters  are  usually  medium,  wide 
and  shaded.  On  $20  notes,  the  letters  in  FIRST  are  taller  and  solid  black. 
For  all  other  titles,  the  letters  preceding  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  are 
usually  the  same. 
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2.  A $10  Original  Series  STYLE  ONE  proof  note  from  a 10-10-10-10  sheet,  and 
the  bottom  three  STYLE  ONE  notes  from  a 20-20-50-100  Series  of  1875  proof 
sheet  for  Charter  14,  Springfield,  MA.  Notice  the  different  appearance  of  the 
letters  in  the  word  “FIRST”  in  the  title  on  each  denomination. 
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On  $10  notes  of  this  style,  the  small  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK 
OF”  usually  bear  ornamental  points  near  the  center  of  the  letters.  To  date,  I 
have  not  been  able  to  determine  the  official  name  for  these  points.  The  $20 
notes  on  plates  of  this  style  almost  always  bear  fairly  similar  small  letters 
that  have  straight  edges.  STYLE  ONE  plates  almost  always  bear  the  city  or 
town  in  a typical,  early-style  “tombstone.”  However,  some  notes  of  this 
style  bear  a “tombstone”  with  solid  black  horizontal  lines  behind  the  city  or 
town  name. 
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3.  STYLE  ONE  $ 10  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  notes  from  Charter  238  with  a 
numbered  title  and  the  vertical  charter  mimber  overprint , and  from  Charter 
2810  without  a numbered  title  with  the  horizontal  charter  number  overprint. 
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Occasionally,  the  $20  notes  will  also  bear  the  same  letters  as  the  $10 
notes,  with  ornamental  points,  or  a completely  different  letter  style  in 
'NATIONAL  BANK  OF.”  I have  also  observed  a few  proof  sheets  from 
plates  prepared  around  1889-90,  which  bear  this  style  straight-edge  letters 
both  the  $10  and  $20  notes. 


4.  A close-up  of  the  title  area  of part  of  a Series  of  1875  proof  sheet  of  Charter  22, 

Ann  Arbor,  MI,  showing  the  typical  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF'  on 
STYLE  ONE  $10  and  $20  notes. 
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I believe  that  all  STYLE  ONE  plates  bear  the  city  or  town  name  in 
script  and  the  plate  date  above  the  bank  title.  Hereafter,  in  descriptions  of 
letter  styles,  this  feature  will  be  referred  to  as  “plate  date  above"  or  “plate 
date  below”  the  title. 
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5.  A $20  Series  of  1882  Brown  Back  from  Charter  2690,  with  the  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  as  usually  found  on  STYLE  ONE  $10  notes.  This 
note  is  from  one  of  the  earliest  Series  of  1882  plates,  prepared  by  the  BEP  in 
July  1882.  On  this  plate  the  $10  notes  bear  the  same  style  lettering  in  the  title. 
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6.  The  bottom  half  of  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  2731,  with  STYLE 
ONE  letters  on  the  $10  note  and  very  different  letters  in  “ NATIONAL  BANK 
OF”  on  the  $20  note. 
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On  the  earliest  plates  with  $50  notes,  the  letters  in  “National  Bank 
Of’  are  upper  and  lower  case  in  a curved,  serpentine  layout.  On  most  early 
plates  with  $100  notes,  the  upper  and  lower  case  letters  are  in  an  (©lh 
lEngiiafj  style  on  a straight  line.  On  some  $100  notes,  “National”  and  “Bank 
of’  are  split  in  similar  style  smaller  letters,  with  the  previous  word  in  the 
bank  title  between  and  slightly  above.  Most  of  the  earlier  50-100  Series  of 
1882  plates  of  extended  banks  also  bear  this  same  letter  style  in  “National 
Bank  Of’  as  found  on  the  early  Original  Series  plates. 
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7.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  1767, 
Springfield,  KY  on  a plate  prepared  in  1890,  with  the  typical  letters  in  “FIRST 
and  “NA  TIONAL  BANK  OF”  found  on  STYLE  ONE  notes.  These  notes  bear 
“white”  charter  numbers  in  the  border  design  and BEP  logo  at  the  bottom. 
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STYLE  TWO 


This  style  bears  “National  Bank  of’  in  medium  upper  and  lower  case 
($lii  SngliBlj  type  letters  on  a straight  line,  usually  with  the  town  or  city  in  a 
“tombstone.”  This  is  the  exact  same  version  of  “National  Bank  of’  as  found 
on  most  of  the  earliest  Original  Series  and  Series  of  1882  $100  notes.  All 
these  observed  sheets  bear  the  “plate  date  above”  variety  and  the  same  title 
layouts  on  $10  and  $20  notes.  This  style  is  probably  more  common  on 
Series  of  1875  10-10-10-20  plates. 
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8.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  3468, 
Philadelphia,  PA,  with  typical  STYLE  ONE  letters  on  a plate  prepared  in 
1886.  On  these  notes,  notice  the  fancy  decorations  between  “SPRING 
GARDEN " and  “ NATIONAL  BANK  OF,  ” an  extra  feature  of  this  era.  Also  a 
$5  Series  of  1882  proof  with  the  exact  same  letters  in  “SPRING  GARDEN’ 
from  a plate  prepared  about  the  same  time. 
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STY  LE  THREE 


The  $10  notes  of  this  style  bear  slightly  fancy  medium  letters  in 
“National  Bank  of.”  Most  $20  notes  on  this  style  plate  bear  smaller  and 
wider  plain  upper  case  letters  that  are  shaded  by  horizontal  lines,  which 
come  closer  together  towards  the  bottom  of  the  letters.  I have  also  observed 
a few  plates  with  other  style  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK”  on  the  $20 
notes. 
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9.  A $10  Series  of  1882  proof  from  Charter  2820,  Wausau,  WI,  with  the  horizontal 
line  background  in  the  “tombstone  " found  on  some  STYLE  ONE  notes. 


10.  A 50-100  Series  of  1882  proof  sheet,  prepared  in  1890  for  Charter  1701, 
Springfield,  MO,  with  the  typical  STYLE  ONE  letters  found  on  the  earliest 
Original  Series  and  Series  of  1882  plates.  These  notes  bear  letters  in  “FIRST" 
commonly  found  on  plates  prepared  by  the  BEP  in  the  late  1880s  and  early 
1890s. 
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Series  of  1882  plates  of  this  style  bear  some  of  the  earliest  approval 
dates  (in  July  1882),  and  I have  not  observed  any  such  plates  with  approval 
dates  after  1885.  This  style  also  appears  on  several  of  the  earlier-issue 
Series  of  1875  plates,  prepared  in  the  late  1870s  and  early  1880s.  I believe 
all  plates  in  this  style  bear  the  “plate  date  above”  variety  and  the  city  or  town 
in  a “tombstone.” 
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11.  A 50-100  Senes  of  1882  proof  sheet,  for  Charter  111,  Madison,  IN,  with 
“FIRST”  on  the  SI  00  note  between  the  split  words  “ National ” and  “Bank  of’ 
found  on  some  STYLE  ONE  plates.  This  bank  s Original  Series  50-100  plate 
bears  these  same  title  layouts. 
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STYLE  FOUR 


This  can  also  be  called  the  “long-title  style.”  Notes  with  this  style 
bear  small  to  medium  (usually  upper  case)  letters  in  the  title,  which  may  be 
either  black  or  white.  “NATIONAL”  and  “BANK”  can  be  on  different  lines 
or  on  the  same  line  with  other  words  in  the  title  on  that  line.  As  on  notes  of 
the  six  earlier  styles,  these  notes  will  bear  the  city  or  town  in  an  early-style 
“tombstone.”  These  “long-title”  notes  can  be  found  with  either  the  “plate 
date  above”  or  “plate  date  below”  variety.  The  $20  notes  on  these  plates 
also  bear  the  same  title  layout  as  found  on  the  $10  notes. 
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1 2.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1875  proof  sheet  for  Charter  38,  Aurora, 
IL,  prepared  in  1875  with  STYLE  TWO  letters  in  ^atiaual  Sank  fff 
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STYLE  FIVE 


These  plates  bear  large  upper  and  lower  case  white  letters  in  an  ($lh 
Englifil]  style,  shaded  with  fine  horizontal  lines  and  black  borders.  Most 
commonly,  the  words  “NATIONAL  BANK”  are  in  the  (§lh  EngliBlj  style. 
The  city  or  town  name  or  some  other  part  of  the  bank  title  can  sometimes  be 
found  in  the  (§Ih  English  letters. 

STYLE  FIVE  notes  can  be  found  with  either  the  “plate  date  above” 
or  “plate  date  below”  variety.  On  all  observed  sheets  of  this  style,  the  $10 
and  $20  notes  bear  the  same  letters  in  the  title  layout  with  no  part  of  the  title 
in  a “tombstone.”  Plates  with  this  letter  style  were  also  commonly  made  for 
the  earlier  Original  Series  issues.  In  practice,  this  style  Series  of  1882  plate 
was  usually  only  made  for  banks  whose  earlier  issue  plates  bore  this  style 
layout. 
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13.  The  5 10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  2663, 
Maysville,  KY,  from  one  of  the  earliest  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plates.  The 
notes  bear  the  typical  letters  found  on  all  STYLE  THREE  $10  notes  and  most 
STYLE  THREE  $20  notes. 
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STYLE  SIX 


Most  $10  notes  of  this  style  bear  large  upper  and  lower  case  letters  in 
“National  Bank  of.”  On  the  earlier  Series  of  1882  plates,  prepared  in  the 
early  or  mid- 1880s,  the  $20  notes  will  usually  bear  letters  in  “National  Bank 
of’  similar  to  the  $10  notes.  This  version  can  also  be  commonly  found  on 
Original  Series  and  Series  of  1875  notes.  The  letters  in  “National  Bank  of’ 
can  also  be  found  on  earlier  and  Series  of  1882  plates  in  a similar  or  taller 
version  that  also  bears  a slightly  different  outline. 

In  the  mid-1880s,  plates  with  another  version  of  “NATIONAL 
BANK  OF”  began  to  appear  on  Series  of  1882  plates.  On  these  notes,  the 
upper  case  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  were  large,  plain  and  black, 
with  decorative  points.  I have  observed  this  version  on  some  Series  of  1 875 
$10  and  $20  notes  from  plates  prepared  in  the  early  1880s. 
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14.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  109, 
Louisville,  KY,  with  STYLE  FOUR  letters  in  “ NATIONAL  BANK  OF ” on  the 
$10  note  and  STYLE  ONE  letters  on  the  $20  note. 
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I have  included  these  two  versions  of  “National  Bank”  in  a single 
style,  as  beginning  in  late  1886,  the  two  varieties  usually  appear  in 
combination  on  the  $10  and  $20  notes  of  most  plates  in  this  style  layout. 
Plates  with  these  combinations  usually  bear  the  $10  notes  in  the  upper  and 
lower  case  letters  and  the  $20  notes  in  the  large  plain  black  capital  letters. 
On  a few  observed  proof  sheets  the  $10  notes  bear  the  large  plain  black 
letters  with  points,  usually  found  on  the  $20s,  and  the  $20  notes  bear  the 
large  upper  and  lower  case  letters  usually  found  on  the  $ 1 0s. 

On  a few  observed  proof  sheets  approved  in  1887,  the  $10  notes  bear 
the  usual  large  upper  and  lower  case  letters,  while  the  $20  notes  bear  the 
version  of  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  found  on  STYLE  ONE  $10  notes. 
Another  observed  proof  sheet  bears  the  upper  case  letters  on  the  $10  notes 
and  STYLE  TWO  letters  in  “National  Bank  of’  on  the  $20  note.  The  BEP 
used  this  style  on  plates  approved  as  late  as  1894.  Notes  of  this  style  usually 
bear  the  city  or  town  in  a “tombstone”  and  can  be  found  with  either  the 
“plate  date  above”  or  “plate  date  below”  varieties. 
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15.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  3154, 
Granville,  NY,  with  STYLE  FIVE  letters  in  “ NA  TIONAL  BANK  OF.  ” 
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STY  LE  SEVEN 


In  this  style,  the  plain  wide  medium  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK” 
are  in  a curved,  serpentine  style  and  are  shaded  with  fine  horizontal  lines. 
This  style  has  not  been  observed  very  often.  One  observed  proof  sheet  with 
this  style,  from  Charter  109,  Louisville,  KY,  bears  a BEP  approval  date  in 
September  1882.  On  this  sheet,  the  S20  note  bears  the  small  plain  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK”  that  are  usually  seen  on  STYLE  ONE  $20  notes. 
Again,  all  observed  plates  of  this  style  bear  the  city  or  town  in  a 
“tombstone,”  with  the  “plate  date  above”  variety. 


16.  The  $10  Series  of  1882  notes  on  proof  sheets  for  Charters  2838,  921,  cmd  28^3. 
Most  STYLE  SIX  notes  bear  the  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF"  as  on  the 
Charter  2838,  Sandy  Hill,  NY  note.  A few  STYLE  SIX  plates  bear  a preceding 
word,  e.g.  CITY,  as  on  the  Charter  921,  Bridgeport,  CT  note  or  the  horizontally 
spread  out  letters  as  on  the  Charter  2873,  Troy,  NY  note.  On  all  the  plates  the 
$20  note  bears  the  exact  same  title  layout. 
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STYLE  EIGHT 


The  plain  wide  medium  size  letters  in  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  in 
this  style  are  on  a straight  line.  They  have  small  ornamental  points  and  are 
lightly  shaded  with  horizontal  lines.  The  city  or  town  usually  appears  in  a 
“tombstone.”  On  all  observed  sheets  with  this  style  the  $10  and  $20  notes 
bear  the  same  title  layout  and  the  “plate  date  above”  variety. 
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17.  STYLE  SEVEN  $20  Brown  Back  notes  from  Charter  2662,  Cleveland,  OH, 
from  one  of  the  earliest  Series  of  1882  10-10-10-20  plates,  prepared  in  July 
1882,  and  from  Charter  1530,  Clarksburg,  WV,  with  the  city  in  script  and  the 
plate  date  below  the  title  and  with  the  vertical  charter  rmmber  overprint.  The 
$10  notes  on  these  plates  bear  the  same  title  layout. 
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STYLE  NINE 


On  plates  of  this  style,  the  first  words  of  the  title  are  usually  “THE 
NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  with  “NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  in  small  black 
letters  in  a slightly  curved,  serpentine  style.  On  a few  plates,  the  letters  in 
“NATIONAL  BANK  OF”  are  horizontally  much  more  spread  out.  Usually, 
the  city  or  town  is  in  a “tombstone.”  All  observed  sheets  of  this  style  bear 
the  “plate  date  above”  variety  with  the  title  layout  on  the  $20  notes  usually 
similar  to  that  on  the  $10  notes. 
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75.  T STYLE  SEVEN  Series  of  1882  $10  proof  note  Jrom  Charter  976,  Carmel, 
NY,  with  mostly  white  letters  in  the  title.  Also  STYLE  SEVEN  Series  of  1882 
proof  notes  from  Charter  557,  Philadelphia,  PA,  and  from  Charter  1443, 
Brooklyn,  NY,  with  the  exact  same  letters  in  the  bank  title,  except  for  the  city. 
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STYLE  TEN 


On  notes  of  this  style,  “NATIONAL  BANK"  are  the  last  words  of  the 
title  and  always  appear  in  a “tombstone.”  The  “tombstone”  can  bear  plain 
top  and  bottom  borders,  and  may  appear  similar  to  the  earlier  styles  with  the 
city  or  town  in  a “tombstone.”  On  another  variety  of  this  style,  there  are 
fancy  decorations  on  top  and  on  the  ends  of  the  “tombstone,”  which  bears  a 
plain  bottom  border.  On  a third  variety,  the  “tombstone”  bears  irregular  top 
and  bottom  borders,  near  the  center,  with  fancy  decorations  on  top.  These 
“tombstones”  with  “NATIONAL  BANK”  can  be  the  same  on  the  $10  and 
$20  notes,  or  in  most  possible  combinations  on  the  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a 
sheet.  AH  observed  sheets  bear  the  “plate  date  above”  variety  with  the 
otherwise  same  title  layout  on  $10  and  $20  notes. 
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19.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  1345, 
Auburn.  NY,  with  the  exact  same  letters  in  the  title,  including  the  most  common 
version  of  “ National  Bank  of  ’ found  on  STYLE  EIGHT  notes.  Also  notice  the 
“ plate  date  below  ” variety  on  this  plate  prepared  in  1885. 
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STYLE  ELEVEN 


In  this  style,  the  city  or  town  appears  in  a curved  “tombstone.”  The 
bank  title  usually  ends  with  “NATIONAL  BANK,”  which  appears  in 
medium-large  plain  black  letters  with  decorative  points  that  are  a little  less 
fancy  than  those  found  on  STYLE  SIX  notes.  Notice  the  difference  in  the 
letters  “O”  and  “A.”  I have  also  observed  a sheet  where  the  title  ends  with 
the  city  or  town  name  and  another  sheet  where  “NATIONAL  BANK” 
appears  in  a STYLE  TEN  “tombstone.”  Again,  all  observed  sheets  of  this 
style  bear  the  “plate  date  above”  variety  with  similar  title  layouts  on  $10  and 
$20  notes. 
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20.  An  Original  Series  note  Charter  1506,  Providence,  RI,  from  a plate  prepared  in 
1865  with  STYLE  EIGHT  letters  and  the  “plate  date  below  ’’  variety 
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STYLE  TWELYT 


This  can  also  be  called  the  miscellaneous  style.  It  is  found  on  fairly 
early  Series  of  1 882  plates  with  some  unusual  feature  in  the  title  layout  that 
just  does  not  fit  any  of  the  previously  described  styles.  In  some  cases,  no 
part  of  the  title  is  in  a “tombstone.”  These  plates  usually  bear  the  same  title 
layout  on  $10  and  $20  notes,  and  can  be  found  with  either  the  “plate  date 
above”  or  “plate  date  below”  varieties. 
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21.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  1577, 
Muscatine,  1A,  with  the  upper  case  STYLE  EIGHT  letters  in  “NATIONAL 
BANK  OF”  on  a plate  prepared  in  1886. 
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22.  /4  Series  of  1875  note  of  Charter  2038,  Washington,  DC,  and  a Series  of  1882 
proof  note  of  Charter  2164,  Louisville,  KY,  from  a plate  prepared  in  1894,  both 
with  the  taller  version  of  STYLE  EIGHT  letters  in  “ National  Bank  of  ”

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25.  The  $10  and  $20  notes  on  a Series  of  1882  proof  sheet  for  Charter  3589, 
Lindsborg,  KS,  with  the  upper  case  STYLE  EIGHT  letters  on  the  $10  notes 
and  the  upper  and  lower  case  regular  letters  on  the  $20  note  from  a plate 
prepared  in  1886.
